Prominent attention given natu- 


mlly finished hardwood at two im- 
portant winter allowing* of new 
products in Chicago indicates that 
more of this "old faithful" mate- 
rial will be seen in American homes 
in 1954. 


Observers at both the winter 


furniture market and the National 
Association of Home Builder's an- 
nual show noted similarity in the 
treatment of hardwood surfaces- 
subdued finishes and emphasis on 
the natural beauty of the wood 
grain.

Administration Grows in Skill at 


Diplomatic Maneuvering 


The United States is playing psychological warfare for 


high stakes these days. 
The effort by Secretary of State John Foster Dulles to 


keep the Chinese Reds from further aggression in Indo-China 
will be considered a great victory, if it succeeds. 


If however, the Communist forces are ready to go ahead 


in southeast Asia—and if they go-^-it will take more than a 
declaration of opposition by the United States and any of its 
allies to stop the play. 
What might save the game for the western powers in 


this crucial inning is a good rainstorm. This is the end of 
the "fighting season" in Indo-China—the beginning of the 
summer rains. 
If enough water falls in the next week or two to stop 


the Communist attack on Dien Bien Phu, it will have the 
same effect as though the warning by Secretary Dulles had 
been heeded. 
One other place where the Dulles warning may help, 


psychologically, is at the Geneva conference which convenes 
April 26. Diplomatic observers in Washington feel that it has 
strengthened their bargaining position. 
, 


It has given them a much needed initiative in their de- 


mand that the Communists cease their aggression in south- 
east Asia. The western leaders will not go to Geneva begging 
for peace.

THIS IS PLAYING psychological warfare effectively. 


What it amounts to is nothing more than good, shrewd, diplo- 
matic maneuvering. President Eisenhower has never liked the 
use of the term "psychological warfare," or other similar 
labels. 


In its 15 months in office, however, the administration 


has made a good, though of course, not a perfect record in its 
psychological warfare moves, says C. D. Jackson, who has 
just resigned as White House adviser on such matters.

LISTING SOME of the moves by which the administra- 


tion has taken the diplomatic initiative away from the Rus- 
sians, Mr. Jackson cites these developments in reverse chro- 
nological order: 


1. The Geneva conference. While many political leaders 


look upon it with misgivings, this conference or something 
like it is inevitable if there is ever to be peace in Asia. 


Secretary Dulles proposed such a meeting on the first 


day of the earlier Berlin conference. Russia's Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov accepted it in the last hour of that conference, 
after fighting it all the way. 


2. The Berlin conference. 
It was the first big-power 


.foreign ministers' conference in five years, and was the first 
tune Molotov had been lured out of Russia in five years. 


It forced the Russians to disclose their uncompromising 


stand against Germany, Austria and western Europe as a 
whole. It united the western allies. 


3. The Bermuda conference of American, British and 


French heads of state. It established the unity that made 
Berlin a success. 


4. President Eisenhower's speech to the United Nations, 


after the Bermuda conference, outlining his atomic-energy- 
for-peace plan. It gave the U. S. valuable initiative. 


5. The Korean armistice. It cao be interpreted as either 


a success or mistake, depending on the outcome of events in 
Geneva. But the U, S. won on its fight against forcible re- 
patriation of prisoners of war. 


6. The president's foreign policy speech to the American 


newspaper editors in April, 1953. , Eisenhower called on the 
Russians for deeds and not mere talk. 


He also set the pattern for major diplomatic moves of 


the past year. The speech formed the basis for the "new 
look" in defense policy and the doctrine of "mass retaliation'' 
against aggressors described by Dulles.

AMONG THE MORE negative results of psychological 


warfare moves'may be listed the lack of marked progress in 
the liberation of captive peoples: It does, however, remain a 
goal. 


And though the U. S. overseas information program has 


now been so completely reorganized that it is no longer a sub- 
ject for discussion, it has not been able to explain satisfac- 
torily to our allies the phenomenon of Sen. Joseph R Mc- 
Carthy.

The Mormons in Lee County 


By EDWARD SAARI 


The history of the Mormons In Lee county is interest- 


ing but very little material can be found concerning them. 
William Smith, brother of Joseph Smith who was the 
founder of the Mormon church, arrived on April 16, 1853, 
with a small group of followers at a place 12 miles south 
of Dixon, now Amboy. During the spring term of the 
circuit court in Dixon, William tried to obtain a divorce, 
but "the jury found a verdict for the lady." 


In 1854 William wan confined in the rounty 


jail; the reafton IK not mentioned in the Hourres 
consulted. He put up bail and was released. Be- 
fore Oi« trial ho learned that a number of the peo- 
ple, in the, community were unfriendly toward him 
and no "he vacated these parts." He headed for 
Salt Ijike City but wan caught In St. I/oul* and 
brought back to Dlxon. 
It was at Amboy that Joseph Smith, jr.. "was set 


apart by the laying on of hands at a Mormon convention" 
on April 5, 1860. He then became the Bishop and Prophet 
of that branch of the Church of Latter Day Saints which 
loday has its headquarters in Independence. Mo. This 
branch denies "the acts and legitimacy of the Salt Lake 
City branch of the Mormons." A cjiief point of disagree- 
ment was the practice of plural marriages, which was 
subsequently abandoned by the Mormons of the West. 


In August, 1865. a group of about 700 Mormons passed 


through Dixon, and again in 1880 a train of 20 cars 
loaded with Mormons went through.—all bound for Utah. 
There are still a few families of Mormon descent in Am- 
boy. There, too, may still-be seen an old Mormon ceme- 
tery.

April 20 marks the 100th anniversary of a change in 


editors of The Dixon Telegraph. 
On that date in 1854 


John V. Eustace, Dixon attorney, announced the end of 
his period in the editor's chair. The new editor was the 
publisher, Benjamin F. Shaw. 


In what he called his "Valedictory," Eustace made 


the following comments:

"With this number, ceases our connection with The 


Dixon Telegraph. 


"It will be remembered that when we assumed the 


control of it, now some two years and three months ago,' 
it was in apparently the last stages of a decline. We 
leave it now well and permanently established, with a 
good and constantly increasing business. We commenced 
almost entirely for the sake of supporting the interests 
of our Town and County; and we flatter ourselves that 
the paper has been no disgrace to either. 


"Our declaration made when we commenced, 


that the paper should be Independent, has, we be- 
lieve, been entirely redeemed. In the selections 
made for Its columns, as well an in whatever 
original matter we have been able to prepare for 
it. it has been the exponent of our own principles; 
\\'r> regret the publication of nothing which ban 
appeared In it, and we arc willing to bide the test 
of time as to any of the positions \ve have taken. 
"We did not set out with the. expectation or desire 


to please every body., Having read with a great deal of 
profit in our young days, the fable of the old man and 
his son on their way to market; and well recollecting the 
utter want of success they met with in their efforts to 
please all they met on the road; we long ago adopted as 
our rule of action, that we should endeavor to please 
ourselves; and not care very much whether others were 
or not. 
This rule we carried with us, into the manage- 


ment of this paper; and the result has been that we have 
made many friends, and some enemies.

Eggsjfpr Breakfast 
On Easter Morning 


By JUNE PILGRIM 


Lee County Home Maker 


Tomorrow is Easter, and it always has been a tradition in our fam- 


ily to have lots and lots of soft-cooked eggs. In fact, we keep tally but 
no one has ever been able to beat Dad's record. What is better than a 
veil-cooked egg served on crisp toast? Such fine contrast of texture. 
Notice I talk of soft-cooked, not ooft-boiled eggs. This is because eggs 
need to cook at low temperature, so we should never actually boil*them. 


High temperatures and overcook' 


Ing toughen eggs. Those materials 
which are rich with eggs — such 
as sponge cakes, souffles, and oth- 
er dishes leavened with egg's—will 
Bometimes fall when subjected, to 
high temperatures, or a crust will 
be thick and tough, and inside will 
be heavy and soggy. Dishes which 
are thickened with eggs as cus- 
tards and sauces, to use high tem- 
peratures and overcooking causes 
curdling or watering. 


Back to those ,. *, *«* 


soft-cooked eggs 
—to do a good 
job. we recom- 
mend p l a c i n g 
eggs in a pan and 
covering complet- 
ely with cold or 
lukewarm water. 
Bring rapidly to 
just under b o i 1- 
ing; turn off heat 
or turn quite low. June PUjjrIn» 
If necessary set pan off burner to 
prevent boiling. Cover and let 
stand two or four minutes, depen- 
ding on individual taste. Cool eggs 
promptly in cold water for sever- 
al seconds to prevent further cook- 
ing and to make them easy to han- 
dle. 


Baked 


Baked or shirred eggs are also 


a favored breakfast dish—whether 
served during Easter season or af- 
terwards. Break- or slip one or 
more eggs into greased individual 
cups. Bake in moderate low oven 
(325 degrees) for 12 to 18 minutes, 
depending upon firmness desired. 
Serve from baking dish. 


Variations: 1) Circle a strip of 


partially cooked bacon around the 
edge of the dish. Line bottom of 
dish with buttered crumbs. 


2) Line bottom of cups with but- 


tered crumbs. Place a slice of 
cheese atop crumbs, then break 
«ggs into cup! Top with grated 
cheese or crumbs. 


3) Pour 1 to 2 tablespoons of 


"tream into each cup. Break eggs 


Into mold and proceed to bake as 
tncntioned above. 


By the way. we'd like to ask how 


many of you homemakers are buy- 
ing graded eggs? The grading of 
eggs in Illinois is a benefit we've 
had only since last year. Since 
the grading law has passed, all 
eggs sold at retail must be candled 
and must be edible. Grades indi- 
cating quality must be stmped on 
the box. Ungraded eggs must be 
so marked. 


Grade A eggs will generally be 


fresher and more delicate in fla- 
vor, and will have a larger pro- 
portion of thick white that stands 
up firmly around the yolk. The 
yolk is firm and rounded. 


Grade B eggs are apt to have a 


thin white, the yolk is frequently 
flat and tends to break 
easily. 


Such eggs are better for cooking 
and baking rather than frying, 
poaching, or hard-cooking. 


Eggs marked "ungraded" may 


fce of any quality from A to C 
grade. As a purchaser you have 


no way of knowing the quality of 
such eggs. 


Tijm on Roasting Ham 


No cooking directions with the 


cured ham you bought? Then ask 
the butcher about cooking it. Most 
likely it's tenderized ham instead 
of a long cured one. Even so, 
some tenderized .hams are cook- 
ed, while others are not, so it's 
better to know just what kind you 
have. 


A tenderized ham is the product 


of a reduced salt treatment and a 
shorter curing time.This combina- 
tion gives a tender, mild-flavor- 
ed ham but one which calls for 
refrigeration. A slot age temper- 
ature of 50 degrees F. or lower is 
recommended. 


Tenderized 
hams 
which have 


been only parfially cooked by the 
packer must be well cooked by the 
housewife before serving. 
This 


type must not be confused with the 
ready-to-eat kind which has been 
completely cooked by the packer. 


Oven temperatures of 300 to 350 


degrees F. are recommended for 
roasting tenderized ham. Medium 
sized ones will require approxima- 
tely 25 to 30 minutes per pound at 
these temperatures. If you use a 
meat thermometer, 
the internal 


temperature of the ham should 
register 160 to 170 degrees F. 


Ready-to-eat 
tenderized 
hams 


may be served "as is" or heated 
in a slow oven until they are warm 
for serving. Place the ham, fat 
side up, on a rack in an open 
roasting pan, just like you would 
a cook-before-eating ham. The 
length of time, required to heat the 
ham will depend upon its size. 


You can remove the rind and 


glaze the ham with a mixture of 
one cup of brown sugar, one-half 
teaspoonful dried mustard, and 
one-half cup of mild vinegar. Or 
else drizzle honey over the ham, 
then sift with a coating of brown 
sugar. In either instance, return 
the ham to the oven for the last 
fifteen to twenty minutes of bak- 
ing.

water mixed with half a cup of a- 
moma. This presoaking will help 
to lessen stubborn soil and make 
you much happier with your fin- 
ished laundry. 


Textile specialists of the U. 8. 


Department of Agriculture suggest 
methods for presoaking other ov 
ersoiled items. Cotton slip cov- 
ers, curtains or play clothes can be 
soaked 10 to 20 minutes in warm 
water, or in warm water that con- 
tains a detergent or non precipi 
talingr water softener. Use *4 to 
1 tablespoon of either substance 
for each gallon of water.

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Moscow Press Hails 60th 
Birthday of Khrushchev 


Rising Star of Kremlin Praised 
Significantly in Soviet Organs

NEW YORK W>—Russia's highest 


public honors and a rousing burst 
of praise in the Moscow press 
marked the 60th birthday today of 
Soviet Communist party chief Nl- 
kita Sergeyevich Khrushchev—the 
rising star in the Kremlin galaxy. 


Khrushchev, white-thatched and 


blunt-talking, is the man to watch. 
His fortunes have risen steadily, 
especially since the death of Stalin 
a year ago. His words are carrying 
increasing weight in the high Sovi- 
et councils. 


Press Enthusiastic 


Moscow dispatches reported the 


press accolades for Khrushchev 
were particularly enthusiastic. So- 
viet big-wigs always get special at- 
tention on their decade birthdays— 
50th, 60th, 70th. Similar praise 
greeted the 50th birthday of now 
Prime Minister Georgi Malenkov 
in 1952, when his star was just be- 
ginning to be seen' over the hori- 


• ron. 


Khrushchev has become n. key 


man in Soviet public affairs as ad- 
ministrator of the vast machinery 
of the Communist party in the 
USSR'and aa boss of the drive 
to raise food production and indus- 
trialize agriculture throughout the 
sprawling nation. 


Formally in the Kremlin hier- 


archy, Khrushchev is listed in 
third place following Malenkov and 
Molotov. 


No. J Man 


But in terms of the power he ex- 


ercises today in Russia it seems 
probable that he is No. 2 man and 
running a pretty close race for 
No. 1. 


During his entire career in the 


• Boviet Communist party he has 


been & tough guy, a hatchet man

Sen. Long 
May Offer 
Tax Cuts 


WASHINGTON W) — Sen. Long 
(D-La) said today he may propose 
a new broad-scale reduction of ex- 
cise taxes in the Senate debate on 
the House-passed general tax revis- 
ion bill. 


But Chairman Millikin (R-Colo) 


of the Senate Finance Committee 
now conducting hearings on the 
revision measure, indicated he did 
not think such a plan would get 
far in his gioup. 


Congress late last month okayed 


an excise, or sales, tax cutting 
measure that trimmed a billion 
dollars worth a year off excises on 
scores ot items. The general revis- 
ion bill now in the Senate does not 
deal'with excises. 


The American Medical Asn. to- 


day endorsed a provision to allow 
taxpayers to deduct medical ex- 
penses above 3 per cent of their 
income, instead of the 5 per cent 
required under present law. The 3 
per cent rate is in the revision bill 
as passed by the House.

He said there were many addi- 


tional resignations and separations 
for security reasons which had not 
yet been reported to headquarters 
here.
